VANCOUVER (B. C., Aug. 16.—

3 the trial of Theodore Durrant for the 
murder of Blanche Lamont has been 
pending both prosecution and defense 
have intimated from time to time that 
they have important additional evi- 
dence which had not been developed 
at the preliminary examination. The 
strong card of the prosecution has been 
sprung at last, to the infinite disgust of 
the police authorities. 

Mrs, Leak, a member of Emanuel 
Baptist Church, who resided opposite 
the sanctuary, and who is intimately 
acquainted with both Durrant and Miss | 
Lamont, voluntarily gave the police 
the ‘last and most: important link in 
the chain of evidence against the pris- 
oner. Her story is that about 4:10 
o' clock on the afternoon of April 3 last 
she was seated at her window anxious- 
ly awaiting the arrwal of her own 
daughter from the country. She dis- 
_ tinctly saw Blanche Lamont and The- 
odore Durrant enter the church, Men- 
tally commenting on the girl’s im- 
prudence she waited the exit of the 
pair. Although she watched. for over 
an hour neither Miss Lamont nor Dur- 

rant left the church. 

April 3 was the last day upon which 
Blanche Lamont was seen alive. 
Earlier in the afternoon she had been 

seen on a street car with Durrant. 
Half an hour later Martin Quinlan, an 
attorney, met the pair in the neighbor- 
hood of Emanuel Church. About 5 
o’clock. George King, the church or- 
ganist, saw Durrant come down from 


the belfry flushed. Blanche Lamont 
was never seen alive * and Mrs. 
Leak furnishes the link between the 


testimony of Quinlan and King. 
The atttorneys for the defense were 
somewhat disturbed in court today 
, Over the publication of Mrs. Leak’s nar- 
rative. The prisoner also showed signs 
of uneasiness for the first ti since 
his arrest. The defendant’s attorneys 
. declined to discuss Mrs. Leak’s story, 

‘but admit its seriousness. . P 
Out of 150 veniremen summoned to- 
day all but twenty-two were excused 
by the court on various pretexts. None 
of the remainder were accepted‘ as 
jurors and the court adjourned until 

Monday. 

) The trial of the Durrant case was re- 
sumed this morning. Out of 25 venire 
men summoned only 22 appeared. Out 
of this number no new jurors were ob- 
tained: Although he occupied a seat 
on the bench Judge Murphy js still sick 
with la grippe.

first she was puzzled over the identity 
of the girl. She first thought that the

recognized the girl as Blanche Lamont. 
Miss Lamont wore a short school-girl’s 
dress and carried a package of school- 
books.

THE RAISIN-GROWERS. 


Prospects Good for Lively Sellin 
The Cash Offers. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
FRESNO, Aug. 16.—There is a more 
hopeful feeling among the raisin-grow- 
ers of Fresno County at the ‘present 
time than there has been at any time 
during the past three years. The re- 
fusal to consign crops to commission 
packers has been quite general, with 
the result that’ certain packers were 
unable to get any raisins at all and con- 
sequently were compelled- to buy for 
cash. It is known that several other 
firms have but few contracts and the 
prospect now is that most of the raisin 
crop of this vicinity will be contracted 
for cash during the next thirty days. 
‘The first cash offers were only 2 cents 
a pound in the sweat-box, but the buy- 
ers were unable to get any con- 
tracts at that price and an advance has 
already been made. George Osborne 
of the Mson & Osborne vineyard today 
sold his crop of muscat raisins to Col. 
Forsythe for 2% cents a pound. It is 
likely that a good many raisins can 
be bought at this figure, although a ma- 
jority of growers will probably hold for 
3 cents. 
A considerable number of co- opera- 
tive packing associations have recently 
been organized and the entire output 
of these associations will be sold 
through a central organization. Alto- 
gether the prospects are good for some 
lively times in ‘raisin selling and the 
practical abandonment of the com- 
mission system.

FIESTA LUMBER SEATS. 
Going to Sell Them for Next to 
Nothing. ; 

At a meeting of the Merchants’ As- 
sociation of Los Angeles last Thursday 
a resolution was adopted to sell all the 
lumber used for seats and plat- 
forms during the last fiesta and which 
is stacked up at Athletic Park. It was 
also voted at the same meeting to re- 
ceive bids for the purchase of the same. 

The accounts of the Fiesta Committee 
show that this lumber and the construc-. 
tion of the seats cost about $6500, of 
which nearly $6000 was for the lumber 
and bolts. As no bids have yet been re- 
ceived it is impossible to say what the 
highest bid will be, but it is generally 
believed that it will not be more than 
a few hundred dollars. A Times re- 
porter, talking about this, learned that 
a good deal of surprise existed over 
the action of the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion. No one seemed to see the neces- 
sity of selling over $5000 worth of lum- 
ber for a few hundreds and then going 
to work and buying it over again for 
the next fiesta for $5000 or more. One 
member of the last Festa Committee 


said: 

“Why it is just throwing about $5000 
away. That lumber will be wanted for | 
next year’s fiesta, and as the seats were 
not nailed but bolted, the lumber Is 
better than new lumber would be, be- 
cause the bolt holes are already made 
in it.’ He went on to say that the lum- 
ber was good for seats for the next ten 
years and why the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation should want to throw it away 
for a few hundred dollars was more, 
he said, than anyone outside ot the 
Merchants’ Association knew. 88 

The only explanation that could be 
obtained for this proposed action of the 
Merchants’ Association was that the 
latter wanted to reduce the fiesta 
deficit, for the payment of which no 
provision has yet been made, and which 
is about $2500. It is stated that the re- 
ceipts from the sale of seats at the last 
fiesta covered more than one-half the 
cost of lumber and labor. Next year’s 
seat receipts,” said the same member, 
“will provide enough to more than pay 
the remainder of the cost, 50 that even 
as a business proposition it would be 
more sensible to hold on to the lumber.

PREMIUM ON GOLD. The follow: 
ing dispatch was received by The Times 
tonight from New York: The Herald 
says the most important fact that has 
developed in the financial situation is 
that a small premium is being paid for 
gold obtained from sources outside the 

sub-treasury. An inquiry revealed 
the fact that very little of this gold is 
shipped. to Europe, inasmuch as the 
remitters could withdraw the neces- 
Sary gold in coin from the sub-treas- 
ury without paying any premium. 

“So far as can be learned the 8 
mium is chiefly paid for assay o 
bars and for bars that come from prt 
vate smelters in the West. The pre- 
mium in many cases is paid for the 
assay officé checks, given when the 
gold was deposited in the keeping of 
the government. This amounts to the 
same thing as taking the gold itself. 

“It is a mere conjecture how many, 

if any, are paying a premium for gold, 
but the fact is known that the gold 
syndicate on Tuesday last deposite 
the assay office $300,000 in gold bullion 
and received assay office checks for it. 
Of this amount $60,000 consisted. of pri- 
vate smelter bars, and the remainder 
of assay. office bars. 
The conclusion to be drawn trom 
this. transaction is that the syndicate 
is continuing its accumulation of gold, 
which is supposed to have been going 
on for some time, but the extent of 
which has been carefully concealed. 

“Of course, all this does not indicate 
that gold rules at a premium, for there

fore the case came to an issue at ell, 
The Courthouse took several small 
naps before it could really make up its 
mind to awaken from its midsummer 
slumber long enough to allow the case 

a hearing within its drowsy precincts, 
and the. need for a relay of summer 
judges to take the places of the half- 
dozen who are simultaneously recuper- 
ating their exhausted faculties at va- 
rious summer resorts, Was painfully 
evident. 

Judge Clark was caught on Thurs- 
day, the day originally appointed for 
the sale, and kept on the bench long 
enough to issue the restraining order, 
which he made returnable to Judge 
Shaw at 10 a.m. yesterday.

The fruit crop of Southern Caifornia 
is turning out, as a rule, fully as well, 
if not better, than was anticipated at 
the beginning of the season. 

The packers who operate the large 
canneries in this section are complain- 
ing about the prospect for their busi- 

ness. They say that all the canneries 
are worked on a very small margin. 
and that up to the present time the sales 
made to Eastern buyers are not more 
than one-third those which were made 
at the same time last year. This is at- 
- tributed to the fact that the eastern 
buyers are unwilling to purchase at 
this time of year, when prices are gen- 
erally higher than they are later on. 
It is hoped that this condition of af- 


fairs will not continue long. The short 


supply of apricots in the northern part 


cot the state is especially relied upon to 


bring about a good demand at. firm 
prices for this fruit before long. It is 

-gaid by the canners that the apricot 
crop has already been disposed of. 
The growers received good prices for 
this fruit, canners paying from $25 to 
$35 per ton. 

The canneries are now buying pears, 
peaches, plums and prunes, for which 
prices range from $15 to $20 per ton, 
which is about the same as that paid 
during the past three seasons. Except- 
ing pears, the crop of these fruits is 
good and growers will make good re- 


turns.

(Farm News:) These are two twin rel- 
ics of barbarism that still hold their 
own against all feeling of humanity, in 
many parts of our country. The blin- 


der was invented proba 


y to keep the 


horse from seeing anything that might 
be coming up behind him. Whoever in- 


vented it did not understand 


the func- 


tions of the eye of a horse at all. The 
eye of a horse is made so he can see 


through a very wide range, from the |. 


front to rear and the blinder hides from 


him three-quarters of what he can see | 


without them. It is entered as an ex- 
cuse that it keeps him from shying at 
the whip or anything that comes up 
suddenly behind. This plea is not good 


for a horse with blinders, once he learns | 


that the whip is behind him, does not 


forget it and is in constant dread of | 


being struck. Heis more easily startled 
by a noise, the source of which he can- 
not see, than he would be if the blin- 
ders were off. The check-rein is worse 
than the blinder, and not a day passes 


but we see ladies riding at ease in com- 
fortable carriagse while their horses are 


suffering torture because their heads 
are pulled up in an unnatural position 


and held there in a most cruel manner. 


There spirited horses are not tossing 
their heads as they go down the street 
because they are proud and high-lived. 


It is because they are in pa'n as cruel | 


as ever possessed the victim of the rack, 
and it is downright savagery to drive 
a team reined up in that manner. We 
have seen ladies cry out when a horse 
was struck with a whip as if it had been 
themselves who received the blow, and

_ SEWAGE IRRIGATION. 


A Wrong impression Created as to 
the Facts. 

a wrong impression 
has been oreated regarding the use of 
outfall sewage for irrigation purposes. 
In an article in an afternoon paper 
about two weeks ago the question of 
giving Bixby & Howard the right to 
conduct sewage through an open ditch 
was mentioned. and in connection with 
the samé matter it was related that 
garden vegetables were raised from ir- 
rigation by that sewage. This, it seems, 
is not the case. 
Nearly all of the sewage sold from the 
outfall sewer for irrigation is sold either 
to Bixby. & Howard for use on their 
ranch or to Dan Freeman for use on 
his land. Mr. Howard, of the above 
named firm, stated yesterday that the 
only vegetables raised on the land 
owned by his firm are potatoes and they 
require only a little irrigation. There 
are very few people living near where 
the sewage is conducted in an open 
ditch and they are all, or nearly all, 
of them renters of the land. 

The use of the outfall sewage for ir- 
rigation, it is stated, means much more 
for this locality than most people real- 
ize. There are about 1300 acres of land 


now under irrigation from it and the 


flow of sewage which is used varies 
from three to eight heads. The area 
which it is possible to irrigate from the 
outfall amounts to about 7000 acres, and 
as house connections with city sewers 


tity of water available will soon be suf- 
ficient to irrigate much more land than 
at present irrigated. 

Not only does this mean a handsome 


revenue to the city from its sale but 


the producing power of the land irri- 
gated is increased wonderfully. Assum- 
ing that the land without irrigation will 
rent for from $2 to $5 per acre the pro- 
ducing power by irrigation is raised to 
350 to $100 or more per acre. By a sim-: 
ple computation it is easy to see that 
the irrigation in reality adds. not a lit- 
tle to the wealth of the community by
